(Twice Amended) A block polymer suds stabilizer comprising: 
i) one or more cationic group-containing units; and 
sii) one or more additional building block units; 

provided that the block polymer has an average cationic charge density of 
about 5 or less units per 100 daltons molecular weight, selected from the 
group Consisting of one or more units having one or more hydroxyl 
groups, provided that said polymer has a Hydroxyl Group Density of 
about 0.5 ok less, and one or more units having one or more hydrophobe 
groups selected from the group consisting of non-hydroxyl groups, non- 
cationic groups,\on-anionic groups, non-carbonyl groups, and/or non-H- 
bonding groups;
